Indianapolis, Feb. 4.—A- bill -to 


amend the township and city option 
law, signed by Governor Marshal ye»- 
lerday afternoon, was introduced by 
Senator Proctor in the Indiana sen- 
ate this morning in the first Saturday 
session held since the legislature con- 
vened. The bill adds a clause to sec- 
tion thVee of the original Proctor bill 
repealing- the county option law, thus 
providing a method,of determining the 
number of legal voters In a. township 
containing. a part only of an Incor- 
porated city- 


Under the amendment ten qualified 


electors may apply to the county com- 
missioners, for » census 'upon which 
to base a petition for an option elee 
tion, to call which 20 per cent, of the 
legal voters ot the territory affected 
must sign the petition.

To make sachets for the bureau 
flowers, cut one of. the large sheets of 
bfctting paper the required size, scat- 
ter over it some of the liquid essence 
that is the user's 
favorite 
perfume, 


then as it evaporates lay a thin sliest 
of cotton batting over it and scatter 
over a generous amount of good sachet 
powder of which the heavy damp helio- 
trope may be the 
foundation.

some spiced rose leaves, 'patchoula 
leaves and flowers, then cover with an- 
other sheet of thin cotton, and over 
all pompadour silk in the colors of the 
room.

.he murder of Charles Shults, a 12- 
year-old child, and sentenced to the 
penitentiary for life by the jury, has 
lied a motion for a new trial of the 
case. 


Attorney Hinshaw bjses his motion 


on the fact that the use-of the dic- 
tionary was illegal in the jury room 
and that the jury gained information 
therefrom which served to 
further 


prejudice jurors against the accused. 


The dictionary, a small pocket af- 


fair, .was taken into the Jury room by 
Rev. A. Sherman Cross, of Blounts- 
vlll*. a former minister of the United 
Brethren church at Salem. 
He was 


foreman of the jury. 


While deliberating ,the jurors hesi- 


tated In determining whether or not 
tho crime with which 
Hodges 
wns 


charged was committed \vlth "malice." 
Consequently the foreman resorted to 
his dictionary to find the true mean- 
Ing of "malice" and read the definition 
to his fellow jurors. The same con- 
ditions prevailed when the word "lust" 
was encountered.

IS ECONOMICAL j ; 


A vegetarian, tells In the New York 


Tribune, how to- beat the Beel trust at 
Us game: 


"The cost of living may be higher 


because certain fogd* used by many 
people are higher. 
I'm sura I don't 


know. The price of meat may be so 
high that it is prohibitive. I'm sure I 
don't know. -Ja fact. I'm not the least 
bit interested in meat. It has been so 
many years since I have eaten any 
meat that I have forgotten how It 
tastes." said Dr. W. E. Bliss, who Is 
connected with a 
well-known New 


England sanitarium. 


He continued: "Meat is not a good 


thing lor man to eatgnot .only because 
ot its cost, but because it can 'be shown 
that all our feats of strength and feats 
of endurance have been made by'men 
who do not use meat in their diet 


"Moreover, we contend that all ani- 


mals are unhealthy. If there is such 
a thing as a perfectly healthy animal, 
whose flesh is given us to eat. is that 
flesh good for our bodies when we 
know that It contains much of waste 
tissue? 
If the 
animals live on the 


vegetation ot the earth and we live on 
the animals, why not get to the bottom 
of things at once and get back to na- 
ture?" 
- 


The doctor had told why meat isn't 


Rood for one, anyway, whether It be 
high or low. 
The visitors, having 


learned that a man can get along Just 
as well without meat, wanted to know 
what they could eat to take Us place, 
and how much incidentally they might 
save by so doing. 


They put their questions to George 


E. Cornforth, a chef, who flnt smiling- 
ly explained that despite his vegetarian 
habits his name Is not Cornted. 
He 


then said: "The people of New Eng- 
land can tomorrow stop buying Meat, 
.and their health will In no way be ln» 
jured.in striking it from their'menu. I 
say"they will not suffer, but I say so 
only 'with the'provision that they eat 
other foods which will take the place 
of meat in giving to the body nour- 
ishment. 


"And 
now as to the cost. 
I can 


honestly say that for some years my 
wife and I have had all we wanted to 
eat upon our table, enjoying fruits and 
other 
delicacies, and that we, have 


foufid by keeping careful account of 
our expenditures our food cost us only 
$10 each month. That Is. we';.Hve on 
$2.50 each week, the amount which I 
feel free to say many a man and wife 
•will spend this very evening In some 
Boston restaurant for a planked 'steak. 


"I believe In the so-called vegetarian 


diet primarily because it brings lis per- 
fect health and I can do my work bet- 
ter than I have ever done it on any 
other diet. I must explain this on a 
somewhat scientific basis, I think, to 
make you see what I mean; ;else you 
.may ask If It Is not necessary for the 
toiler to have meat to sustain ihlm in 
his work. 
- -. 
• 


"Food is usualjy measured in calories 


or heat units. "We eat food-to produce 


' in pur bodies heat, to make the ma- 


chinery go. What, then, shall we use 
for. fuel? 
Too hot a fire would burn 


out our bodies. 


"According to some 
recent 
re- 


searches the average person doing light 
work requires 2,100 ^calories of food a 
day. 
What shall 'he eat, then, to pro-! 


duce these 2,100 heat units? He should! 
be given about 210 calories of proteid 
foods; between 500 and 600 of 
the 


calories should be fats and the remain- 
der carbohydrates. 
On the average 


table today the proteida are supplied 
by meat, the fats by corn, cream, but- 
ter, nuts,, olives and peanuts, and the 
carbohydrates by starches, grains and 
vegetables. 


"This 1* u It »houW b«, except that 


we should use instead of meat for the 
protelds, eggf. 
milk, nuts, pea* mod 


beam. 
Tb« Maine woodsman eats 


meat, it 1* true, but he find* that if he 
i* to T ork and work well he must have 
baked bean*. They are standard food 
for thtM men." 


Condiments are not food, says Corn- 


forth. All the heat they produce is the 
hot taste in the mouth, and the only 
tissue they build i* a gin liver. ' Ac- 
cording to Cornforth. a man needs 
about tlO calories a day of proteids. 
One ounce of proteid yields US calor- 
ies. 
According to the latest market 


reports, walnuts are 20 cents; almonds 
25 cents: pecans. 32 cents; filberts, 15 
cents, and castanas or "nigger toes.1 


IE cents a pound. It would be rather 
cheap 'to get your 210 calories out of 
nut*. 


Two eggs 'will bring 125 calories. 


But with eggs at 47 a, dozen it would 
be cheaper to u«e the nuts for the meat 
substitute. But Cornforth, although 
he stated that the one big Item in pro- 
viding food for the patients of the san- 
atarium was In 'providing nuts, 
ad- 


mitted that beans and peas and good 
.eggs and milk helped out a marked 
extent. 


Poiion fay C«pp*rh«ad Snakes. 


Dr. Wilson, in an Interesting article, 


in the Journal ot the American Medi- 
cal Association for Augu»t 27th. rec- 
ommends a recumbent position with 
the head low, and general application! 
of heat over the surface in case of 
snakebite. 
-Hot bricks or hot water 


bags may be used. He also recom- 
mends bandaging .the extremities and 
compression of the abdomen so as to 
combat the collapse which Is likely to 
follow .enike-blte. 
The poisons are 


prevented from entering the circula- 
tion by the application of a ligature 
Just above the bitten part. The liga- 
ture should be just tight enough to 
prevent tho return of ttie venous blood 
Into, the general circulation, but'not 
tight enough to obstruct the flow of 
blood in the arteries. Dr. Wil»on con- 
demns the use of alcohol and believe* 
that in some cases of snake-bite deatn 
has occurred from the use of the whis- 
ky administered rather than from the 
bite of the snake.

The regular washing of the baby's 


head la usually sufficient to keep It 
healthy. The healing of a. disea»«d 
scalp Is so difficult that the mother 
escapes much who keeps her baby's 
head so clean that It Is free from sores. 


A thin' crust In patches on the baby's 


head is the beginning of a persistent 
scalp trouble. 


When the mother discovers the 


patches, she usually responds 
to the 


desire within: her to get rid of them 
Immediately; and scrapes them off. She 
then probaljly applies some lotion, and 
the scalp, it freed from the crusts with- 
out hurting, the child. 


The mother, If she has not had pre- 


vious experiences of this kind, thinks 
the trouble is over. She is much cha- 
grined to find In a few days that the 
crust has again covered 
the 
space 


previously occupied, and large areas 
around It. If she persists with her 
heroic treatment, she will shortly have 
the entire surface of the" scalp covered 
with a scurf so heavy that It partakes 
of the nature of i scab. 


The scurf must be healed off, not 


scraped oft. 


The mother should use a weak solu- 


tion of water and' boracic .acid.' With 
this she sponges the 
gcalp several 


this she sponges the scalp several 
times a day. After the application of 
the solution she covers the diseased 
surface with vaseline. 


Every morning she carefully washes 


the head -with castile soap and warm 
water. Some portion of .the crust 
comes off with, every washing, but the 
mother Is careful not to tear or,scrape 
any of the crust off. After the wash- 
Ing the head Is well sopped with the 
boracic acid solution, which is permit- 
ted to dryf 
Vaseline Is then liberally- 


applied over the surface. 


The child must wear a cap until the 


scalp is healed. It may take several 
days to heal a scalp In this condition, 
but the mother is patiently persistent, 
because~,jhe child's heafl will surely 
heal'with" this treatment. 


1_»ugh and Grow Fat.

First of all, 
the act of •laughing involves, the exer- 
cise of a large number of muscles, in- 
cluding many ' of those of .the fa.ce,

The muscles -of your face if 
you

It has a highly beneficial influence 


on the heart and the lungs. In what 
is called a "fit" of laughter the lungs 
may be almost completely emptied of 
their contained, air. Fresh air is then 
drawn in to the fullest extent of their 
capacity, inflating those little air cells 
•which contained previously only stag- 
nant air and bacilli—for iti the shallow 
breathing that we ordinarily practice 
comparatively large tracts oE.air cells 
are but little used. 


While this process is going -on the 


general circulation is.accelerated, im- 
pure air is hurried out of the system 
and fresh air hurried in, and with the 
forcible ascent and descent of the dia- 
phragm during inspiration and expira- 
tion the liver' and other abdominal or- 
ganr ^undergo a. kind of kneading not 
unlike that undergone during massage, 
which is of great benefit 
in rousing 


them, from that torpor to which they 
are liable. 


Also the heart Is stimulated to more 


vigorous contraction during the active 
laughing process. 
If you "let yourself 


go" and laugh with a will you can even 
bring almost all the principal muscles 
of the body Into .play. Ot course you 
do not often laugh quite so hilariously 
as that But "af good laugh," remem- 
ber, "is a good this*.-—Health and 
Happiness.

with which to achieve those triumphs 
which, otherwise, would have b«en so 
easy to them. 


immoderate eating has killed far 


more people than Intemperate drink- 
ing-, and yet the prohibition enthusiasts 
take no thought of this, and themselves 
are often poisoned by overeating. Let 
us preach temperance in all things. 


Moderation in Eating. 


All the- strong and active men are 


moderate • enters.

digest food. With large caters all the 
rierv* force goe? to the.stomach. ar,a so 
nothing is left for brain or moscl*.- 


The Convalescent Child. 


A child can thrive about as long 


without food as It can without fresh 
air. The child that has thin blood and 
a trail body from frequent movements 
of the bowels and Insufficient nourish- 
ment needs all the fresh air he can 
possibly get to help along the restora- 
tion process. When the weather is fa- 
vorable, the convalescent child should 
live out of doors as much as possible. 


The room In which this child sleeps 


must be well ventilated. If there' are 
two windows in the room, one can be 
opened at the top, which permits the 
impure air to pass out of th« room. 
The other can b^opened at the bot- 
tom for the pure air to enter. • 


The mother knows that impure air 


is light and rises. Heavy air is pure 
air. It there is only one window, it 
mus be opened at both top and bot- 
tom. It takes much longer to change 
the air in a room when ventilating with 
one window. 


The air in a room should not be 


changed so rapidly that it makes a 
draught. The air can be so regulated 
in its incoming, by the aid of books 
and pillows, or a board, that the child 
need not feel a cold breath. 


The body of the 
child recovering 


from diarrhea 'must be kept at an even 
temperature. 
A chill will bring on a 


relapse.. It is wise to put a cotton and 
wool, or silk and wool wide band on 
this child for the remainder of the sea- 
son. No matter if the child-is 3 or 4 
or 5 .years old, it is better to use the 
band. 
... 
• 


The baby that has had bowel trouble 


must not wear short stockings or go 
barefoot. 
The feet and legs must be 


kept warm. 
. The 'band is the only additional 
clothing: to be considered. Too-much 
clothing would causo a breaking, out 
over the child's body from heat, which' 
would seriously interfere with the .pro- 
cess of recovery. 


A sponge bath with sea salt should 


be given during this period. If sea 
salt cannot be obtained, table salt may 
be substituted. 
j 


If this child has a massage treat- 


ment gently given every day it will re- 
cover in half the-time it would other-1 
wise require. The movements on the 
arms and legs are toward the heart. 
The treatment is given down the back, 
working evenly on the sides in such a 
manner that the circulation is evenly 
stimulated on both sides 
the 
spinal 


column. No rough measures must be 
used—just a gentle manipulation which 
stimulates the circulation over the en- 
tire body. Warm olive oil can be used 
to prevent friction, but the virtue is in 
the treatment. 


Street car or boat rides are good for 


the child living in the city. 


If a complete change of location can 


be made it .would be well; 


The convalescent child must be pro- 


tected from excitement'and must sleep 
much. There should be a nap in the 
morning, as well as the.regulation nap 
of the afternoon. This child must go 
to bed regularly at 7 o'clock even- 
night.—Mothers' Magazine.

decided to withhold his signature until 
the nmendment was drafted in a party 
caucus. 


Text of Amendatory Bill. 


The amendment to correct the de- 


fect In the bill was drafted Thursday. 


The amendatory bill la entitled: "A 


hill for an act to amend Sep. 3 of an 
act entitled (here follows the title ot 
the Proctor option law) approved Feb. 
3, 1911, and declaring an emergency." 


Sec. 1 provides tor the amendment 


of Sec. 3 of the Proctor law. After re- 
peating Sec. 3 In full without -changes 
a fourth clause is added as follows: 


4. If ihe number of qualified vot- 


ers in such territory In a township 
outside of and exclusive of all In- 
corporated cities therein can not be 
ascertained -by the method last here- 
in prescribed, then 
the hoard ot 


commissioners of sucli county -shall 
forthwith order a poll to be taken o£ 
the electors of such territory, as ot 
the date of the filing of such petition, 
and such poll when taken and re- 
turned shall constitute the number 
of. voters of such territory for the 
purposes of such petition, and If 
such petition is signed by qualified 
electors equal to or exceeding 20 per 
oent of such number, the same shall 
be deemed to be sufficient. For ths 
purpose of taking such a poll said 
board of commissioners ahall appoint 
a 
sufficient 
number of 
qualified 


electors of such territory to speed- 
ily perform such duty, which poll- 
takers shall be first sworn to faith- 
fully and honestly 
perform their 


du.tr. Such" poll shall show the name 
of every qualified elector In such ter- 
ritory and his place ot residence. 


After said poll is returned, any 


person 
interested shall' have the 


right to 
specifically .challenge in 


writing the. correctness of the same, 
•which challenge -shall be summarily 
heard by the commissioners. If, up- 
on such hearing, it appears that any 
elector has been omitted from said 
.poll, his name shall be added there- 
to, or that any person has been, il- 


• legally polled as an elector, his name 


shall be dropped- therefrom.

poll, when completed, shall be taken 
as the number of voters-in said ter- 
ritory for the purposes of this act. 


Said pollta.kers shall be paid for 


their services the sum of three dol- 
lars (S3) ner day each, and the ex- 
pense of taking said poll shall be 
paid in the same manner as the ex- 
pense of holding an election here- 
under and -without appropriation be- 
ing first made therefor. 


Ten May Petition for Poll. 


Preliminary to -filing a petition for 


an election nereunder In-the terri- 
tory in a township, where the num- 
ber of voters must be ascertained in 
the manner herein last provided for, 
the hoard of commissioners shall, Tip- 
on the written petition of ten elec- 
tors residing in said territory, pro- 
ceed to take the census herel'n pro- 
vided for as of the date of the filing 
of such petition.
